Attention  is  drawn  to  the  remarks  in  Section  VI  concerning 
Diphtheria  Immunisation,  It  is  still  necessary  to  remind 
parents  of  their  responsibility  in  this  campaign. 

A total  of  582  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year, 
of  which  102  were  erected  by  the  Council.  The  corresponding 
figures  for  the  previous  year  were  577  and  201  respectively,  so 
it  will  be  seen  that  despite  the  greatly  reduced  allocation  of 
houses  that  could  be  built  by  the  Local  Authority  during  1954, 
the  overall  provision  of  new  dwellings  in  the  district  has  been 
well  maintained. 

The  laying  of  sewers  in  the  Parishes  of  East  and  West 
Wittering  was  conpleted  during  January,  and  the  whole  scheme 
came  into  operation  during  the  Summer  of  1954. 

The  extension  of  Part  I of  the  Boxgrove  Sewerage  Scheme 
was  also  completed,  and  Part  II  of  this  Scheme,  which  provided 
for  an  extension  of  the  Boxgrove  sewer  to  Halnaker  and  the 
provision  of  sewers  in  the  hamlet  of  Maudlin,  was  nearing 
oonpletion  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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No  progress  has  been  possible  on  the  Aiding bourne  and 
District  Sewerage  Scheme,  nor  on  Part  II  of  the  Lavant  and 
West  Ashling  Schemes,  and  it  appears  unlikely  that  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  bocal  Government  will  be  able  to 
award  a starting  date  for  the  latter  two  schemes  until  at 
least  a further  twelve  months*  With  regard  to  the 
Aldingboume  and  District  Seheme,  work  may  possibly  start 
before  the  end  of  1955* 

The  scheme  to  provide  mains  water  to  the  Parishes  of 
East  Dean,  Singleton  and  West  Dean,  was  completed  by  the 
Chichester  Corporation  early  in  the  year*

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  Chichester  Rural  District  covers  the  south-western  quarter 
of  the  County  of  West  Sussex.  The  district  was  formed  under  the 
West  Sussex  Review  Order  of  1933,  and  is  bounded  by  the  South  Downs 
in  the  north,  and  sea  coast  between  Hayling  Island  and  Littlehampton 
in  the  south.  The  City  of  Chichester  lies  almost  in  the  centre  of 
the  district  and  the  Bognor  Regis  Urban  District  lies  towards  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  coast  line. 

Farming  and  associated  occupations  employ  the  bulk  of  the 
population  inland,  while  the  coastal  parishes  attract  a large  number 
of  holiday  visitors  in  the  summer.  A total  of  3,475  caravans  were 
licensed  for  use  in  the  district  in  1954*

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply. 

The  scheme  for  the  supply  of  mains  water  by  the  Chichester 
City  Corporation  to  the  Parishes  of  East  Dean,  Singleton  and 
West  Dean,  commenced  to  operate  early  in  the  year,  and  ninety- 
three  per  cent  of  the  houses  in  the  Rural  District  now  have  a 
piped  water  supply  from  one  or  other  of  the  following  water 
undertakings

Of  the  42  Parishes  in  the  district r Madehurst  is  now  the 
only  parish  without  a public  mains  supply,  but  even  in  this  area, 
which  is  at  present  served  by  a piped  private  estate  supply,  in 
the  event  of  an  emergency,  facilities  are  available  to  enable 
mains  water  from  the  Bognor  Regis  Undertaking  to  be  pumped  into 
the  private  estate  pipe  line. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  statutory  water  undertakings  is 
all  chlorinated  before  distribution,  the  supplies  being  constant 
and  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  distribution  areas. 

No  shortage  of  water  for  domestic  use  was  reported  during 
the  year. 

Blood  specimens  submitted  for  examination  during  the  year 
from  the  four  employees  at  the  Woodraaneote  Waterworks  were 
reported  upon  as  free  from  infection  with  the  typhoid  and 
paratyphoid  group  of  diseases.

A sample  of  raw  water  submitted  for  chemical  analysis 
was  reported  to  be  satisfactory* 

Tap  Water* 

The  raw  water  undergoes  a continuous  process  of 
purification  before  distribution,  by  the  addition  of 
appropriate  quantities  of  chlorine  and  ammonia  at  the 
Funtington  Waterworks,  and  by  superehlorination  followed  by 
partial  dechlorination  at  the  Fishbourne  Waterworks* 

Twenty-six  samples  of  treated  water  from  consumer’s 
premises  (12  in  the  City  and  14  in  the  Rural  District),  and 
26  samples  from  the  Fishbourne  delivery  main  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination*  The  Analysts  reported  that 
the  water  as  supplied  was  of  the  highest  standard  of  bacterial 
purity,  was  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes. 

One  sample  of  tap  water  taken  for  chemical  analysis  had 
similar  characteristics  to  the  raw  water  samples,  and  it  was 
reported  upon  by  the  Analysts  as  being  of  the  highest 
standard  of  organic  purity.

Bacteriological  and  chemical  reports  received  by  this 
Undertaking  on  samples  of  water  taken  during  the  year  at  the 
Waterworks  and  from  the  distribution  mains  showed  the  supply 
to  be  pure  and  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for  public 
supply  purposes.  One  sample,  however,  showed  bacterial 
abnormality,  but  a cheek  sample  proved  that  the  source  of  the 
original  contamination  had  been  eradicated. 
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Water  Supply  (Contd.) 


Selsey  Water  Company. 

This  Undertaking  supplies  water  which  it  obtains  from  the 
Chichester  City  Corporation  in  bulk  and  is  therefore  derived 
from  the  Funtington  or  Fishboupne  sources  which  are  already 
mentioned  above.  The  Parishes  supplied  in  the  Chichester 
Rural  District  are  Donnington,  Ilunston,  North  Mundham,  Selsey 
and  Sidlesham. 

An  extension  of  the  main  was  carried  out  at  Selsey  during 
the  year,  a total  of  288  yards  being  laid.  Eighteen  new 
domestic  services  were  provided. 

Chichester  Rural  District  Council, 

(a)  Woodmancote  Waterworks, 

The  source  of  water  supplied  by  the  Council  is  from  the 
Woodmancote  Waterworks  where  two  boreholes  are  in  use,  each 
sunk  to  a depth  of  approximately  400  feet,  from  which  two 
submergible  pumps  discharge  into  the  reservoir. 

Water  is  distributed  to  the  Parishes  of  Westbourne 
(including  Aldswortb) , West  Thoruey,  Chidham  (part),  Stoughton 
(including  Forestside  and  Walderton),  Compton  (including  West 
Harden) , and  Harden, 

The  supply  is  chlorinated  before  distribution, 

A sample  of  water  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  during 
the  year  was  reported  upon  as  satisfactory.  Bacteriological 
samples  are  summarised  below. 

(b)  Extensions  of  Mains  and  New  Domestic  Services. 

The  following  mains  were  laid  during  1954  s- 

Mill  Lane,  Lumley  (Hermitage)  - 707  yards  of  5" 

S.  I.  Main, 

Thorney  Road,  Thorney  - 5350  yards  of  4”  A.C.  Mains, 

Thirty-four  new  domestic  services  were  provided. 

Private  Estate  Supplies. 

The  routine  sampling  of  water  from  these  sources  has 
been  most  beneficial  in  securing  iiqprovement  in  the  supplies. 
In  the  report  for  1953,  mention  was  made  of  contamination  of 
one  Estate  supply  which  had  been  traced  to  an  inadequately 
protected  reservoir.  The  cleansing  of  the  reservoir  was 
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Water  Supply  (Contd. ) 

Private  Estate  Supplies. 

completed  but  cracks  in  the  concrete  covering  of  the  tanks  were 
not  filled.  For  a time  the  supply  showed  satisfactory  results, 
but  with  the  advent  of  heavy  rain  towards  the  end  of  the  summer, 
pollution  again  occurred.  Repair  of  the  covering  eliminated 
further  trouble  fx*om  this  source. 

In  another  instance  where  unsatisfactory  bacteriological 
reports  had  been  received,  the  Estate  owner  installed  a 
chlorinating  plant  to  his  supply. 

Water  Analyses. 

Routine  samples  of  water  are  taken  from  all  private  estate 
mains  supplies,  and  occasional  samples  are  obtained  from  premises 
supplied  by  the  statutory  water  undertakings  and  by  individual 
wells. 

A total  of  133  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  the 
Department  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The

Many  of  the  samples  of  water  taken  from  individual  wells 
concerned  premises  situate  within  the  statutory  area  of  supply 
of  one  or  other  of  the  Water  Undertakings,  and  where 
unfavourable  reports  were  received,  the  owners  concerned  were 
requested  to  afford  a mains  supply  to  the  premises*, 

Thirty-three  properties  were  connected  in  this  way  as  a 
result  of  informal  action,  and  one  further  property  was 
connected  following  the  service  of  a statutory  notice. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

East  and  West  Wittering  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  laying  of  sewers  was  completed  in  January,  and  the 
complete  scheme  was  put  into  operation  during  the  Summer  of 
1954.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  586  house  drains  had  been 
connected  to  this  system* 

Boxgrove  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  extension  of  Part  I of  this  scheme,  which  made 
provision  for  sewers  to  serve  the  School  and  twelve  Almshouses 
in  Boxgrove  Street,  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  scheme 
was  further  extended  by  the  laying  of  sewers  to  the  group  of 
houses  at  Pear  Tree  Knap  and  along  Stane  Street  at  Halnaker. 
Approximately  2165  yards  of  sewer  were  laid. 

The  provision  of  sewers  in  the  hamlet  of  Maudlin  (Parish 
of  Westhampnett ) had  also  eommenoed  at  the  end  ©f  the  year.

Details  of  this  service  for  the  year  under  review  are  set

Refuse  Collection. 

Thirty-three  parishes  receive  a weekly  rear  collection  of 
house  refuse,,  In  the  remainder  of  the  district,  i»e.,  the 
parishes  of  Compton,  Eartham,  Madehurst , Marden,  Oving, 
Stoughton,  Tortington,  Upwaltham  and  West  Dean,  a fortnightly 
rear  collection  service  is  provided. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

Refuse  Collection^ Contd. ) 

Twelve  vehicles  have  been  in  use  during  the  year,  4,307 
loads  of  refuse  were  collected,  and  a mileage  of  106,976  was 
run  in  maintaining  the  service. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and  the  site 
at  Nutbourne  has  been  in  use  throughout  the  year.  The  tip 
at  Selsey  Road,  Sidlesham,  has  been  filled,  covered  with  soil 
and  returned  to  the  owner  for  agricultural  use.  A new  tip  in 
Beggars  Lane,  Sidlesham,  has  been  in  use  since  July,  1954. 

The  bed  of  the  old  Chichester  to  Arundel  canal  on  the 
eastern  side  of  the  main  road  at  Lidsey,  has  also  been  in  use 
as  a tip  since  July,  1954. 

Four  of  the  existing  vehicles  were  converted  from  petrol 
to  diesel  engines  during  the  year. 

Salvage. 

The  income  received  from  salvaged  materials  during  1954 
showed  an  increase  of  just  over  £1,000  compared  with  the 
figure  for  1953.

Public  Conveniences, 

The  public  conveniences  at  Braeklesham  Bay,  which  were 
commenced  in  November,  1953,  were  completed  and  opened  to  the 
public  in  June, 

Other  conveniences  provided  by  the  Council  are  at  Bosham 
(Car  Park),  Pagham,  Selsey  (East  Street),  and  West  Wittering 
(Off  Shore  Road), 

Arrangements  are  also  road©  with  the  proprietors  for  the 
conveniences  at  the  Marine  Hotel,  Selsey,  and  Southdean  Hotel, 
Middleton-on~Sea,  to  be  available  for  use  by  the  public. 

Rivers  and  Streams, 

No  action  was  necessary  in  connection  with  the  prevention 
of  pollution  of  any  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  district. 

A total  of  119  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  with 
regard  to  complaints  of  pollution  of  ditches  or  to  rectify 
stoppages  caused  by  neglect.  One  ditch  in  particular  was 
the  subject  of  much  concern  and  resulted  in  the  service  of 
statutory  notices  on  two  of  the  landowners  involved  requiring 
their  respective  sections  of  the  ditch  to  be  cleared.  The 
notices  had  not  been  complied  with  by  the  end  of  the  yeeir, 
but  the  necessary  work  was  completed  in  the  early  months  of 
1953. 


Shops  Act.  1950. 

The  Department  is  only  responsible  for  the  enforcement 
of  Section  33  of  this  Act  which  relates  to  ventilation  and 
temperature  of  shops  and  to  sanitary  conveniences.  Eleven 
specific  visits  to  such  premises  were  made  for  this  purpose 
during  the  year,  but  this  in  no  way  represents  the  entire 
administration  of  shops  generally  as  all  visits  to  food  shops 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  are  separately  recorded  under 
Section  V. 
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Factories  Act,  1937 


There  are  175  establishments  situate  in  the  district  coming 
within  the  scope  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  of  which  152  are 
provided  with  mechanical  power.  Ninety-five  inspections  of 
factory  premises  were  made  during  the  year,  and  the  following

Smoke  Abatement. 


Two  complaints  of  smoke  nuisance  were  received,  one  in 
respect  of  hotel  premises  and  the  other  referred  to  a bakehouse 
chimney  which  had  also  been  the  cause  of  complaint  during  1953. 

Despite  many  visits  to  the  hotel  concerned,  no  evidence 
of  smoke  nuisance  could  be  obtained,  but  advice  was  given  as 
to  suitable  methods  of  stoking. 

The  nuisance  from  smoke  from  a bakehouse  chimney  was 
eventually  abated  by  the  occupier  changing  over  to  gas  fired 
ovens. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district,  but 
at  three  holiday  centres  swimming  baths  are  available  for  use 
by  residents  of  the  centres.

The  sanitary  conditions  laid  down  in  the  form  of  licence  under 
Section  269  are  minimum  requirements,  and  every  endeavour  is  made 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  ensure  that  the  amenities  provided  at 
sites  are  as  far  above  this  minimum  as  is  reasonable  and 
practicable. 

Most  of  the  owners  of  sites  in  the  district  are  co-operative 
in  this  respect,  but  occasionally,  when  sites  change  hands,  it  is 
possible  to  secure  improvements  even  when  this  cannot  be  enforced 
under  the  licence  conditions.  Sanitation  by  chemical  or  bucket 
closets  has  to  be  accepted  in  certain  cases,  but  wherever 
possible,  site  owners  are  encouraged  to  install  a water  carriage 
system  draining  either  to  the  sewer  or  to  a small  disposal  unit. 

Contraventions. 

Fifty-four  informal  notices  were  served  in  respect  of 
contraventions  of  licences  issued  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

Eleven  complaints  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  camping 
sites  were  received,  five  of  which  were  found  to  be  justifiable 
and  resulted  in  the  service  of  informal  notices. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  and  Other  Verminous  Conditions. 

Two  complaints  of  bed  bug  infestation  at  private  dwellings 
were  received.  An  inspection  of  one  property  revealed  no 
evidence  of  an  infestation,  but  fumigation  was  carried  out  as  a 
precautionary  measure.  At  the  remaining  premises  - a large  house 
converted  into  flats  - one  dwelling  was  found  to  be  infested. 
Disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the  Department  and  a protective 
spraying  was  also  undertaken  to  the  bedroom  of  the  adjacent  flat. 
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Eradication  of  Bed  Dugs  and  Other  Verminous  Conditions  (Contd, ) 


Verminous  conditions  due  to  various  causes  were  also  dealt  with 
at  fifteen  other  premises  during  the  year*,  Disinfestations  were 
either  carried  out  by  the  Department  with  the  use  of  smoke  generators 
and  spraying  with  insecticide,  or  suitable  advice  givenc 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act.  194-9.. 

The  rat  destruction  service  which  was  established  in  1944 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  This  service  gives 
free  advice  and  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  on  private  premises, 
but  a charge  is  made  for  operations  at  commercial  buildings. 

The  staff  employed  on  this  work  consists  of  one  Rodent 
Officer  and  two  Rodent  Operators, 

Complaints  of  infestations  received  during  the  year  numbered 
392  (222  in  1953).  Farm  surveys  were  continued  and  411 
agricultural  premises  were  surveyed,  resulting  in  81  infestations 
being  referred  to  the  various  landowners.  Where  such  premises 
are  found  to  be  infested  and  the  owners  have  no  rat  destruction 
contract  in  operation,  notification  to  the  West  Sussex 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee  has  invariably  resulted  in  a 
contract  being  made. 

Occasions  have  also  arisen  when  it  has  been  necessary  to 
consult  the  servicing  companies  in  regard  to  the  execution  of 
their  contracts.

HOUSING. 

At  the  end  of  1954,  tho  Council's  list  of  housing  applicants 
showed  a total  of  849  outstanding  cases.  This  figure  includes  3 
families  in  requisitioned  properties  and  57  in  converted  hutments. 

In  December,  1953,  the  corresponding  total  was  867.  Thus,  although 
102  new  Council  houses  were  completed,  and  280  were  built  privately, 
the  outstanding  housing  debt  was  only  reduced  by  18. 

Action  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  was  continued 
during  the  year  and  resulted  in  19  dwellings  going  temporarily  out 
of  use,  although  undertakings  not  to  re-let  in  respect  of  three  of 
these  properties  were  not  received  until  early  in  1955.  On  the 
other  hand,  3 formerly  unfit  houses  were  brought  back  into  use 
following  works  of  reconditioning,  and  10  further  properties  were 
in  process  of  being  reconditioned.

Three  samples  of  flour  were  taken  for  experimental 
examination  for  the  presence  of  the  typhoid  bacillus. 
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Restaurants,  Cafes  and  Other  Food  Premises,, 

Routine  visits  have  been  made  to  these  establishments  and 
a total  of  4-82  inspections  were  recorded.  It  was  necessary  to 
take  informal  action  in  eleven  instances  requesting  a better 
standard  of  cleanliness.  The  owners  of  two  butchers"  shops 
were  also  requested  to  provide  a supply  of  main  water  to  the 
premises  which  was  duly  installed.  Two  butchers'  shops,  and 
one  general  store , were  also  provided  with  an  efficient  supply 
of  hot  water  following  informal  action. 

Ice  Cream. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  that  ice  cream  was  being 
manufactured  at  a small  cafe  in  the  district.  Although  a 
cold  mix  commodity  was  being  prepared  it  was  considered  that 
arrangements  were  not  satisfactory  and  as  a result  manufacture 
was  discontinued. 

Four  further  contraventions  of  Section  14  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  were  also  observed  during  1954*  In  three  eases, 
applications  for  registration  were  duly  received  and  approved, 
while  in  the  remaining  case,  the  sale  of  ice  cream  was  discontinued 
due  to  the  lack  of  amenities  at  the  premises  concerned. 

In  ail,  fourteen  applications  for  registration  of  premises 
for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  were  received  and  approved  during  the 
year,  and  the  following  table  gives  details  of  the  number  of 
premises  registered  at  the  end  of  1954  s-

Thirty-four  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  with  the  result  that 
38$  of  samples  were  in  Grades  I and  II  (96$  in  1953),  and  70$ 
of  samples  were  in  Grade  I (58$  in  1953). 

The  circumstances  of  manufacture,  delivery  and  storage, 
in  all  cases  where  samples  fall  below  Grade  I,  are  investigated 
and  where  necessary  suggestions  for  improvement  are  taken  up 
with  the  vendors  concerned. 

"Ice  Lollies”. 

Twenty-two  samples  of  "Ice  Lollies"  were  taken  and 
submitted  for  examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  No 
evidence  of  a significant  degree  of  contamination  resulted 
from  these  examinations. 
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Milk  and  Dairies 


By  virtue  of  The  Milk  (Special  Designations) (Specif ied 
Areas)  Order,  1954,  - Area  5 - the  District  became  a "Specified 
Area"  as  from  the  1st  April,  1954*  This  Order  relates  to  the 
compulsory  use  of  special  designations  for  all  retail  sales  of 
milk  within  the  district* 

Twenty-nine  visits  were  made  to  milk  distributors,  dairies 
and  milk  shops,  and  two  complaints  of  unclean  milk  bottles  were 
received  during  the  year.  In  one  instance  the  foreign  body 
appeared  to  be  the  larva  of  some  insect  and  was  found  in  a 
bottle  of  school  milk  after  the  milk  had  boen  consumed.  The 
second  showed  the  presence  of  cement  mortar  adhering  to  the 
inside  of  the  unopened  bottle  of  ’T.T*'  Pasteurised  milk.  The 
attention  of  the  dairymen  concerned  was  drawn  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  and  the  need 
for  greater  care  to  be  taken  in  connection  with  the  sterilisation 
and  filling  of  bottles* 

Eighty-three  samples  of  milk  were  collected  and  submitted 
for  examination.  Twenty-five  samples  were  examined  by  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test  - 12  of  these  were  also  examined  by  the 
Phosphatase  Test  - while  71  sanples  were  submitted  for  Biological 
examination*  The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  reports

In  addition,  one  sample  of  cream  was  submitted  for  Biological 
examination  and  by  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  with  satisfactory  results. 
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Milk  and  Dairies  (Contd.) 


Of  the  three  samples  found  to  contain  brucella  abortus,  one 
referred  to  the  final  investigation  of  a herd  mentioned  in  the 
report  for  1953*  The  other  two  instances  were  the  result  of  a 
positive  sample  received  from  a herd  of  19  animals.  Individual 
samples  were  then  obtained  of  which  9 reacted  adversely  to  the 
Brucella  Ring  Test.  Quarter  samples  from  these  nine  animals 
were  obtained  for  culture  examination  and  the  results  showed 
infection  of  one  quarter  of  one  cow,  and  the  farmer  concerned 
arranged  removal  of  the  affected  animal  from  the  herd. 

One  case  of  Undulant  Fever  was  reported  during  the  year  in 
a cowman.  Upon  investigation  it  was  established  that  the 
patient  had  handled  an  aborting  cow  some  six  weeks  previously 
and  this  undoubtedly  was 'the  cause  of  infection.

Slaughterhouses. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  one  slaughterhouse  licence  was 
issued,  but  up  until  the  1st  July,  1954»  no  regular  slaughtering 
took  place  as  supplies  of  meat  for  the  district  came  from  the 
Ministry  Slaughterhouses  at  Fareham  and  Worthing. 

With  the  abolition  of  meat  rationing  on  the  1st  July, 
butchers  were  freed  once  more  to  buy  and  sell  at  will  for  the 
first  time  since  control  came  into  operation  in  January,  1940. 


Slaughterhouses  (Contd. ) 


Large  scale  slaughtering  commenced  at  the  licenced  slaughter- 
house  and  continued  to  the  end  of  the  year,.  A total  of  258  visits 
were  made  to  these  premises  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection  and 
5,512  carcases  examined*  Details  of  carcases  inspected  and  meat 
condemned  are  set  out  below* 

In  addition,  applications  to  use  slaughterhouses  were 
received  from  throe  butchers  in  the  area,  one  in  respect  of  a 
registered  slaughterhouse  and  two  for  previously  licensed  premises* 
Apart  from  a number  of  obvious  improvements,  the  registered 
slaughterhouse  was  considered  suitable  for  its  purpose,  and  the 
Council  granted  a licence  with  a notice  specifying  works  to  be 
carried  out  in  twelve  weeks.  Before  the  time  limit  expired, 
however,  the  applicant  died,  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1954,  came 
intc  operation  and  the  licence  lapsed*  In  November,  a further 
application  was  made  for  a licence  for  these  premises  showing 
a proposed  use  much  greater  than  the  first  and  the  Council 
refused  to  issue  a licence  as  it  was  considered  that  the  premises 
were  not  capable  of  dealing  with  the  intended  output*  The 
applicant  thereupon  appealed  to  the  Court,  and  while  the  appeal 
was  still  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year,  in  February,  1955, 
the  Magistrates  upheld  the  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the 
Council  to  refuse  to  grant  a slaughterhouse  licence* 

The  applications  in  respect  of  the  licensed  slaughterhouses 
were  refused  as  the  premises  concerned  were  most  unsuitable,  and 
the  applicants  did  not  pursue  the  matter  further*

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  DISEASES . 

The  most  striking  feature  of  this  year’s  figures  for  infectious 
diseases  was  the  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  in  the  Army  Families 
Hostel  at  ffestbourne.  This  Hostel  is,,  in  fact,  a hutted  camp  and  was 
constructed  and  used  during  the  war„  It  is  now  used  to  house  the 
families  of  soldiers  who  for  one  reason  or  another  eannot  find 
accommodation  elsewhere.  It  is  intended  for  use  as  temporary 
quarters  only  and  families  are  not  encouraged  to  settle  there  for 
long  periods*  Families  of  soldiers  who  have  left  the  Army 
moreover,  have  no  claim  on  military  accommodation  and  are  expected 
to  leave  as  soon  as  possible* 

The  housing  problems  oi'  these  families  is  a particularly 
difficult  one  as  they  have  seldom  any  residential  claim  on  a 
housing  authority,  and  in  many  eases  have  difficulty  even  to  get 
their  names  on  a housing  list. 

Although  families  are  given  separate  accommodation  for 
sleeping,  meals  are  served  in  a central  dining  hall,  and  with  many 
families  coming  to  the  hostel  from  tropical  countries,  the  danger 
of  the  introduction  and  spread  of  intestinal  infections  such  as 
dysentery  is  considerable*  As  the  hostel  is  a military  camp, 
responsibility  for  hygiene  and  health  lies  quite  clearly  with  the 
Amy  Medical  Service  and  not  with  the  District  Council,  In  view 
of  the  position  of  the  hostel  within  the  district,  however,  the 
fact  that  civilians  resident  there  mix  freely  with  the  local 
population  and  that  children  from  the  village  attend  the  school 
within  its  precincts,  a close  contact  is  maintained  with  the 
Commandant,  with  the  civilian  Medical  Officer  and  the  A,D,M.S, 
of  Array  formation  responsible  for  it. 

In  the  district  generally,  the  incidence  of  Infectious 
Disease  was  low;  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified,  and  for 
the  eighth  consecutive  year  no  case  of  Diphtheria,  It  is  still 
necessary,  however,  to  warn  parents  that  more  than  two  thirds 
of  the  babies  born  in  this  country  are  still  reaching  their  first 
birthday  without  the  protection  of  Diphtheria  immunisation  and 
there  is  no  excuse  for  leaving  them  exposed  to  an  unnecessary 
, risk. 

Overseas  Travel  - Inoculations, 

In  last  year’s  report  attention  was  called  to  the  importance 
of  the  international  regulations  governing  protective  inoculations 
for  those  intending  to  travel  abroad.  Experience  during  the  last 
few  years  indicates  that  many  people  when  arranging  overseas 
journeys  leave  themselves  with  barely  enough  time  for  the 
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Overseo,s  Travel  - Inoculations  (Contd,) 


necessary  injections  to  be  carried  out,  and  to  have  the 
certificates  stamped  and  signed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Inconvenience  could  be  minimised  by  making  arrangements 
for  inoculations  as  soon  as  a journey  is  planned. 

Cancer 

The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  Cancer  during  the  year 
was  88  (46  males,  42  females),  a decrease  of  4 compared  with  the 
year  1953. 

The  Cancer  Death  Itate  for  1954  is  1.93  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  home  population  (2„08  for  the  previous  year). 

Corresponding  rates  for  the  Administrative  County  and  the 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts  are  2,55,  2.80  and  2,30  respectively.

Chicken  Pox, 


This  disease  is  not  notifiable,  consequently  cases  become 
known  to  the  Department  only  when  absences  from  school  result, 
or  by  notification  from  service  establishments,,  Nine  cases  of 
Chicken  Pox  were  recorded  in  1954  (6  cases  being  admitted  to 
Isolation  Hospital)  compared  with  10  cases  during  the  previous 
year. 


Diphtheria. 

(a)  Notifications.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during 
1954,  nor  were  any  deaths  registered  as  due  to  this  cause.  No 
confirmed  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  occurred  in  the  district  since 
1946. 
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Diphtheria  (Contd.) 

(b)  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is  obtainable  by  nodical  practitioners 
for  tlie  treatment  of  suspected  cases  and  contacts,  from  the  Royal 
West  Sussex  Hospital  and  St.  Richard's  Hospital,  Chichester,  and 
from  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Worthing. 

(c)  Immunisation.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  carried 
out  either  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  or  by  the 
General  Practitioners. 

During  1954,  116  children  of  school  age,  and  510  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  completed  a full  course  of  primary 
immunisation,  and  593  children  of  school  age  received  'follow 
up'  injections.  As  704  births  were  registered  during  the  year 
in  the  district  and  only  510  children  under  five  years  were 
inoculated,  there  is  clearly  a large  number  of  babies  who  are 
not  being  immunised  against  Diphtheria  in  their  first  year. 

Encephalitis. 

One  ease  of  Acute  Virus  Encephalitis  was  notified  during 
September,  The  patient  was  a visitor  to  the  district  and 
died  a few  days  after  admission  to  hospital. 

Food  Poisoning. 

One  case  only  was  notified  during  the  year  (6  cases  during 
1953).  This  case  was  notified  so  long  after  the  patient  fell 
ill  - two  weeks  - that  effective  investigation  of  the  cause  was 
impossible. 


Measles. 

As  was  expected,  1954  proved  to  be  a non-epidemic  year  as 
far  as  this  disease  was  concerned,  only  22  cases  being  notified 
as  compared  with  1,014  during  1953.  Seventeen  of  these 
notifications  were  received  during  June,  July  and  August,  but 
no  cases  were  reported  during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year 
when  the  usual  biennial  epidemic  might  have  been  expected  to 
commence.  In  fact,  only  two  cases  were  notified  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1955,  but  during  the  following  two  months  the 
expected  epidemic  began  to  establish  itself. 

Of  the  22  eases  notified  during  1954,  12  occurred  at  the 
Army  Families  Camp  at  West bourne.  Two  cases  were  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital.

The  second  of  the  above  tables  gives  a more  accurate  pieture 
of  incidence  of  Measles  than  the  first  because  the  epidemic  period 
of  Measles  nearly  always  covers  the  end  of  one  year  and  the  beginning 
of  the  next.  This  table  is  incorporated  in  the  diagram  on  page  46. 

It  will  be  seen  that  cases  tend  to  occur  regularly  every 
alternate  winter,  or  winter  and  spring,  and  since  1944  the  number  of 
cases  in  each  epidemic  has  shown  a steady  rise  from  383  in  1944-45 
to  966  in  1952-53.  Although  figures  up  to  the  end  of  June,  1955, 
are  included  in  the  diagram,  the  size  of  the  present  epidemic  is 
falsely  represented  because  for  the  first  time  since  Measles  became 
notifiable  in  1940,  the  outbreak  had  not  reached  its  peak  by  mid- 
year. In  fact,  243  further  cases  were  notified  in  July,  1955,  and 
67  cases  in  August.  It  seems  as  if  the  Measles  epidemic  period  is 
slightly  out  of  step  with  the  calendar  and  may  be  creeping  into  the 
third  quarter  of  the  year*. 

The  number  of  children  born  annually  in  the  district  increased 
from  523  in  1940,  to  857  in  1947,  and  as  Measles  affects 
particularly  the  age  group  5-10  years,  some  part  of  the  increase

in  the  number  of  eases  is  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  in  this  age  group  at  risk0  Clearly,  however,  the 
increase  in  child  population  between  these  ages  does  not  explain 
the  whole  of  the  increase,,  One  other  factor,  the  influence  of 
which  cannot  be  measured  even  approximately,  is  the  introduction 
of  the  National  Health  Service  in  July,  1948.  Children  in  all 
families  since  then  have  been  able  to  have  medical  attention 
without  payment,  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  as  a direct 
consequence  of  this,  many  cases  of  Measles  are  seen  by  a doctor 
and  therefore  notified  where  in  previous  years  they  would  have 
been  treated  without  medical  adviee. 

Mumps. 

This  disease  is  not  notifiable,  consequently  cases  become 
known  to  the  Department  only  when  absences  from  school  result 
or  by  notification  from  service  establishments.  Thirty-four 
cases  of  Mumps  were  recorded  in  1954  (17  cases  in  1953). 

Pneumonia 

Eight  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  (25  cases  in  1953). 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1954  as  due  to  all 
forms  of  Pneumonia  totalled  16,  a decrease  of  6 when  compared 
with  the  1953  figure. 

Of  the  8 cases  of  Pneumonia  notified,  only  one  had  a fatal 
issue,  so  it  is  clear  that  the  notification  figures  for 
Pneumonia  are  very  inaccurate. 


Scarlet  Fever 


Notifications  received  of  this  disease  during  1954 
totalled  1?  (26  in  1953).  Eight  eases  were  removed  to  th® 
Isolation  Hospital. 


Sonne  Dysentery 

Twelve  notifications  of  Dysentery  were  received  (5  in  1953). 
Ten  of  these  notified  cases  occurred  among  children  at  the  Army 
Families  Camp,  Westbourne,  9 of  whom  were  removed  to  the 
Chichester  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment.  In  addition,  four 
further  children  from  this  Camp  were  admitted  to  hospital  as 
suspected  cases  but  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 
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So i pop!' got al  Jaundice 


This  disease  is  not  notifiable,  but  eases  occurring  in  the 
district  are  invariably  reported  by  the  Nodical  Superintendents 
of  local  hospitals. 

For  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  one  case  of  this  disease 
was  reported.  The  patient,,  who  was  a farm  worker,  was  admitted 
to  hospital  where  a diagnosis  of  Leptospirosis  Canicolaris  was 
made.  A visit  to  the  farm  concerned  revealed  no  evidence  of 
rat  infestation,  and  the  farmer  was  recommended  to  consult  a 
veterinary  surgeon  as  this  particular  variety  of  the  disease 
is  transmitted  by  dogs.  No  evidence  of  an  infected  dog  on  the 
farm  was,  however,  obtained. 

Tuberculosis 


Fifty-four  cases  were  added  to  the  register  (23  primary 
notifications,  22  cases  moving  into  the  district  as  transfers 
from  other  areas,  and  9 cases  previously  removed  from  the 
register  but  who  returned  to  the  district  during  1954).  Of 
these,  51  were  pulmonary  and  3 non-pulmonary.  In  1953,  cases 
added  to  the  register  were  38  pulmonary  and  8 non-pulmonary. 

Cases  removed  from  the  register  during  1954  totalled  57. 

Four  deaths  were  recorded  as  due  to  Tuberculosis  - a 
similar  number  to  that  for  1953.
